WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UP).—The United States.is draw- 
ing up plans for'the greatest relicf expedition of history—to feed 
and-restore to.health the.undernourished -hordes of Europe—after 
the war is over, it was.learned to-day. 

Plans includo establishment of a huge store of: foods “and 
other relief articles to. meet immediate problems and a longer- 


range plan to assure freedom of trade and an ample sunply of |- 


raw materials for all nations.

The Jong-range, plan is to be] 


based on international trade 
agreements and, possibly, crea- 
tion of a ‘huge international 
bank to financed . international 
transactions. 

A “test- tube” bank. now Is 
being formed as the’ inter- 
American bank for the Western 
Hemisphere republics... 

A hint of the: post-war plan was 
given by Assistant Sceretary of 
State Adolph A. Berle, Jr., at a re- 
ception by the exiled Gtand Duthess 
Charlotte of Luxembourg recently at 
the Luxembourg Legation: 

“It ts the plan of this govern- 
ment, when-the first thde of barbari- 
ty shall be rolled back," he said, “to 
turn the full measure of its economic 
strength to ‘bringing help, relief and 
sustenance to the tens of millions of 
families in many countries” who are 
now hungry, cold, homeless, sick, 
separated or ‘in prison’ by the ruth- 
Jess act of a group of tyrants.” 

Small, nations,, he promised, will 
be nble’ in the post-war world to 
“live. In freedom.” He asked for 
‘general international accord “under 
which all countries are assured: of 

participation in the economic life: of 
the world." 

Encouragement . 

Informed .oMcials said the surplus 
producing nations:. of ‘the Americas 
will play an important role in for- 
mulating the.- diplomatic — policy 
whereby post-war: plans. will be car- 
rled out. They hoped that the other 
20 American republics will act as 
a bloc with the United States. 

Fuller details of the plan are ex- 
pected to be unfolded by leuding. of- 
ficlals in the future, both to en- 
courage the resistance of ,conqdercd 
peoples, and to achieve niitional us 
well as,international backing for the 
project,

Ectipse Is Disappointment. Astrono- 
‘mera jn’ Hongkong and others interest- 
ed who awalted with keen anticipation 
to observe the eclipse of the sun to- 
day were badly disnppointed when, but 
for n few fleeting moments when the 
phenomenon was observed, the sky 

was overcast throughout the period. 


‘The eclipse commenced at 11.59 a.tn., 
renched Is grentest magnitude at 1.30 
pm, and ended ‘at 2.69 p.m. Hongkong 
summer time, The magnitude of 

totality here was calculated to be in 
“tho region of 81.8 per cent 


Long before noon, parties of interest- 
ed spectators Milled roof tops olf over 
the Estony. while street corners com- 
manding unobscurcd view of the sky 
and other vantage points were also 
well oceupled. Many carricd smoked 
or darkened glasses, while others 
were equipped with dark blue cloths. 
Several’ houscholdera bad the brain 
‘wave to employ darkened mirrors, to 
obvinte neck strain, while na few im- 
provised by placing basins of water on 
the ground as mirrors.- 


* The clouded sky did not- dampen the 
curlosity of the-sazers’ and, although 
persistent scrutiny was- unrewarded, 
ecople remained patient hoping for a 
break in the clouds, A clearance oc- 
curred Ulrectly overhead shortly before 
12.45 p.m. when the clouds began to 
disperse revealing -patches, of blue. 
Then from the cloud ‘screen the sun 


slowly enierged, It:was already halt . 


“eaten” by the moon. At odd moments 
through thin clouds the eclipse could 
be comfortably seen without the ald df 
smoked glass. The spectacia lasted off 
and on less than three minutes, when 
the clouds closed In thickly and further 
observation was ir.porsibie, 


At L30 p.m, when the eclipse was at 
{ts greatest, the crowds revived thelr 
interest, but the sky remalned stub- 
bornly overcast.. Except for the few 
minutes shortly before 1245 p.m, the 
eclipse was unobservable in Hongkong,
